“First, td devote one’s self to pleas- 
ure as the sole object of life is the 
surest way not to get it. Any mon 
above that lowest strata, above the 
man merely seeking pleasure and en- 
joyment, can find here as nowhere else 
In the world an opportunity to help 
work out the great problems of the fu< 
ture, and any man who is worth his 
salt ought to feel the most supreme 
pleasure over the fact that he is given 
the opportunity to try his hand to help 
work out these problems. 

Everywhere I went, abroad, I was tn- 


terested in finding that the leading 
statesmen of the various Countries 
were watching us, were looking at 


what we were doing and were consid- 
ering the methods we had tried to 
soive the different problems before us. 
They said that they were interested in 
us because the things we were doing 
today were thé@things they would have 
to do tomorrow or the day after.

tional forests. They will make these 
recommendations: 

“The forest service should put a 
large force of men at work cutting 
down old snags and removing accu- 
mulations of dry timber from forest 
reserves. The old snags are the great- 
est source of danger. Fire often burns 
in them for months before it makes 
its presence known, and then the en- 
tire trunk of the dead tree, some- 
times standing a hundred feet high- 
suddenly bursts into flames and burns 
furiously, scattering blazing coals to 
a distance of a half-mile when a 
strong wind is blowing. 

“The bureau should cut trails in all 
directions through forest reserves so 
that employés. may be able to report 
peenonty the scene of any fire and to 

scape to places of safety if defeated 
in their efforts.to put out a conflagra- 

“The forests should at once be laid 
off into plats of convenient size, sep- 
arated by wide fire trails, from which 
all dead timber and underbrush should

New Jersey Court Denies Petition 
for Damages for Alienation of Af- 
fections Because Man Suspected His 
Wife and Created Sener for 
Her Fall. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


TRENTON (N. J.) Sept. 2.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] It was judicially de- 
termined here today that a husband, 
when he feels or sees that his wife is 
accepting the attentions of another 
man, must aid her to resist ee tempt- 
er or lay himself liable to a charge, 
or at least, a suspicion of connivance. 
The decision was handed down by 
Chief Justice Gummere of the Supreme 
Court in the case of Oscar Ingerleid 
of Paterson against Edward Bullen for 
damages for the alienation of Mrs. In- 
gerleid’s affections. 

The Ingerleid’s were married in 1907. 
After a year the husband became sus- 
picious of his wife. On the pretext of 
going out of town on a business trip, 

he left his wife alone and then, late 
at night, sneaked into his home and 
caught her in Bullen’s company, un- 
der circumstances that prompted him 
to bring a damage suit. A jury gave 
him an award of $400 and he appealed 
on the ground that it was insufficient. 

Today's decision cuts him off from 
any damages at all. The court in pro- 
nouncing judgment said: 

“It would be going too far to say 
that the action of the plaintiff in this 
case justified the conclusion that he 
actually connived in his wife's’ down- 
fall, but it is plain that he failed in 
the duty which he owed to her. In- 
stead of trying to aid her in the hour 
of her need, he stood aloof and left 
her, to fight her temptation alone and

N AQUEDUCT power strategy | 
A board met yesterday afternoon at 
the. office of Gen. Chaffee, of the 
Board of Public Works, head of the 
los Angeles Aqueduct Bureau, in the 
Central building. The strategists were 
the members of the advisory board of 
the power bureau, and its chief en- 
gineer is FE. F. Scattergood, and the 
Mayor and members of the Council, 
and W. BR. Mathews, aqueduct coun- 
sel], 
The conference was called to deter- 
mine the policy of the city as to the 
Feneration of power and its distribu- 
tion. As this is a subject that natural- 
ly brings into view the effect of the 
municipal enterprise on the existing 
power companies In the city, those 
present at the conference declined to 
discuss details. It was stated, how- 
ever, by all that it concerned the gen- 
eral policy of the power development, 


and will not be, It is understood, un- 
til another conference has been held, 
probably within tem days. 

Before the development work begins 
Chief Engineer Scattergood asked that 
the authorities determine just how 
much shall be allotted to the genera- 
tion of power, how much for its trans- 
mission to the city and how much for 
local distribution. The city expects to 
sell the $3,500,000 power bonds, author- 
ized at the election last April, in Oc- 
tober or November, and it is this 
money that is to be apportioned. It 
would be an easy matter te apply this 


money largely to generation and trans- 
mission, thus carrying the power 
scheme, so far as it relates to the 


source of supply, well toward its limi- 
tations, but such a policy would leave 
the local distribution and consumption 
without adequate provision.

Sensational Suit at Yuma, Ariz., In- 
volves Parentage of Newly-born 
Child—“Blackmail,” Cries Defend- 
ant—Famous Vein Runs Out—North 
Star Mine Temporarily Shuts Down.

YUMA (Ariz.) Sept. 1.—Althee Mo- 
desti, one of the wealthiest citizens of 
Yuma, has been sued for $25,000 dam- 
ages by Joseph Bell, an employé of 
the Southern Pacific, the plaintiff 
charging that Modesti has alienated 
the affections of his (Bell's) wife and 
ee adulterotis relations with 

er. 

Bell and his wife occupied a house 
belonging to Modesti and as their 
occasion to call 
at their home regularly. Bell and his 
wife have not lived together for a 
hnhumber of months. 

Recently Mrs.\ Bell became the 
mother of a child, which Bell declares 
is not his offspring, but Modesti's. He 
therefore makes demand for the sum 
above stated as balm for his sundered 
marital relations and broken-up home. 

Modesti if rated as a wmillionaire, 
being one of a half dozen chief prop- 
erty owners in the town of ‘Yuma, the 
owner of extensive mining property in 
the county and the proprietor of Agua 
Caliente Springs resort in Maricopa 
county. He has as yet filed no formal 
answer to the suit, but privately has 
pronounced it an attempt at blackmail.

MINES CLOSID. 

The King of Arizona mine at Kofa, 
fifty miles from Yuma, chiefly owned 
by Epes Randolph and &. S. Ives, and

It is announced that the vein 
of rich ore upon which the mine has 
been working for years has been grad- 
ually decreasing in value per ton, and 
that the ore taken out became of too 
low grade to pay milling cost.

The North Star mine, two miles from 
the King of Arizona, has closed dawn 
its—mill for several months, but has a 
full force at work underground block- 
ing out ore and exploring for new 
veins. 

The Nerth Star was the chief gold pro- 
ducer of Arizona last year and the »re 
discovered in it is the highest grade 
rock’.ever. mined in the territory. The 
company has been handicapped in its 
operations by lack of sufficient power 
facilities, which is provided by gaso- 
line engines operated by a pumpin 
Plant, and Is plannine the erection o 
an electrical power plant on the Colo- 
rado River at Castle Dome Landing, 
twenty miles above Yuma an! forty 
miles from the mine.

FIRE REDWOODS. 


Fighting Force Sent Out in the Sequoia 

Forest—Ducor Man's Cannery 
Offer.

PORTERVILLE, Sept. 1.—Ranger 
Link, acting assistant’ supervisor of

‘THE WOLVES ARE HOWLING. 
Washington Irving said: “Who can stand by 
the grave of a dead enemy and not feel a compunc- 
tious throb that he ever warred with the poor hand- 
ful of earth that lies below?” The savage’ Indian 
scalps his dead foe, the half-civilized Turk defiles 
the grave of his enemy, and the South Sea Islander 
dines upon him; but, with the exception of the 
French executioner who struck the head of Char- 
| lotte Corday on the cheek with words of insult, it 
is not on record that civilized men have anywhere 
been in the habit of mutilating the dead bodies of 
those from whose opinions they differed or whose 
actions they antagonized in life. ne. 

“De mortuis nil nisi bonum” is a maxim tha 
has descended to us from the time of Justinian, and 
the voice, even of just criticism, is hushed to silence 
in the presence of death. It was reserved for the 
labor leagues of Los Angeles alone to violate the 
usages of humanity and the decencies of civilized 
life by gathering about the body of a fellow-laborer, 
inflicting indignities upon it and attempting to 
murder those who were carrying it. 

The dead man had in his lifetime committed the 
grave offense of disregarding the orders of a labor 
union and accepting employment upon a building 
by which he could earn an honest living, instead of 
standing in front of the building, brawling and 
cursing at the non-union men who were erecting it. 

While thus engaged he was accidentally killed, 
and as his brethren were tenderly carrying his body 
from the scene of the accident they were set upon 
from behind by a mob of devils in human form, who 
were too cowardly to face them, and corpse and car- 
riers were buffeted and beaten. One of the léad- 
ers of the mob was a barber. Exactly how this 
chin-scraper was injured, either in his purse or his 
manly pride, by the fact that’ non-union masons and 

iron-workers were engaged in peaceful labor, does 
not appear; but it is not out of place in this con- 
nection to suggest that non-union men and those 
‘who sympathize with them would do well to avoid

They combine not Merely to 
increase their wages and decrease their hours of 
labor—when they shall condescend to labor at all— 
but they seek to prohibit the skillful and industrious 
mechanic from accomplishing any more work in a 
day than the unskillful” and lazy man, and they 
attempt to dictate the manner in which their em- 
ployer shall conduct his business, and to themselves.
